thy excused him temporarily and 
told him that "obviously your cast 
will be submitted to tne senate for 
contempt and to a grand jury." 


Furry asked if he was excused 


from the subpoena. He said it had 
been "running for three months" 
and McCarthy replied: "Isn't that 
too bad?" 


McCarthy said that in his opin- 


icn "this is one of the most-aggra- 
vated cases of contempt" that he 
had seen. 


"To m« it IB inconceivable," Mc- 


Carthy said, "that a university 
which has had the reputation it 
has had keeps this creature oa 
teaching our children."

manded that Harvard President 
Nathan M. Pusey fire Furry front 
the faculty. 


Raps Loyalty 


"Many have died in the past and 


if we lose a war in the future it 
wiU be because of the lack of loyal- 
ty and the complete immorality of 
people like you," McCarthy told 
Furry. 


McCarthy told newsmen after 


the morning's public session ended 
that he would talk again this after- 
noon, in executive session, wita 
Furry and with about 10 other wit- 
nesses whom he did not identify. 
Furry testified he does not know 
anyone "who is a permanent mem- 
ber of the Harvard faculty who is 
or was a member of the Commu- 
nist party." 


Pressed for what he meant by a 


permanent 
faculty 
member, he 


answered he meant a professor or 
associate professor. 


Then McCarthy asked Furry. 


"Do you know anyone connected 
with Harvard who is or was a 
member of the Communist party?" 


Furry replied: "I'm not going to 


answer that question."

Problems in Our Economy 


The rapidly increasing army of the elderly steadily bears 


more weight in and on the American economy. 


The goal of security which more Americans constantly 


seek raises new problems steadily. Congress is about to 
tackle them again—including the bitter one of what infla- 
tion has done to the retirement nest-eggs. 


One out of every 12 Americans is now 65 years old or 


more. There are four times as many in this age group now 
as 50 years ago. A man now can look forward to twice as 
many years of life after retirement as he could have 50 years 
ago.

Pension funds to take care of the more than 13 million 


Americans past retirement age are becoming a major force 
in the industrial, financial and governmental worlds. 


The needs and tastes of these 13 million are opening new 


markets to industry, inspiring new products. Migrations of 
the elderly are boosting the populations of some areas, and 
diminishing others percentagewise. 


More than two billion dollars a year are estimated to 


be flowing into private pensions, retirement and profit-shar- 
ing funds.

But industrial pension funds and government social se- 


curity is only part of the change that the growing number 
of the aged is working in American economy. 


Industry is waking up tardily to the fact that new mar- 


kets are being created. As they reach retirement age, men 
and women's tastes change. Diet requirements are different. 


Stores have found sales opportunities in opening depart- 


ments stocked with the clothing that older persons like. 


Many retired persons sell their large homes and buy 


smaller ones, and some builders have found a good thing in 
planning houses that provide the particular comforts and 
hobbies that appeal to the elderly. 


Makers of house trailers have found a good market in 


the army of the retired. 


The amusement and recreational world has found new 


markets here, too, in the sports and the shows that the elder- 
ly have the taste and leisure for.

Inflation has been the biggest problem of the retired. 


The drop in the last 15 years in the purchasing power of the 
dollar has worked against many a person who found his in- 
dustrial pension or his investments or his social security 
check couldn't stretch around his needs the way he had 
originally planned. 


Jurisprudence in Verse 


The solemnity of a jurist's duties must sometimes get 


the better of him. He can hardly be blamed for an eager- 
ness to treat legal matters lightly when the opportunity 
comes forward.

A judge in Port Arthur, Ontario, was moved to render 


a verdict in verse in the case of a distraught farmer who, on 
the part of his heifer, sought damages from a neighbor.

Reserve Forces Legislation Is Congressional Must 


By PETER EDSON 


NEA Washington Correspondent 


WASHINGTON— (NEAI— Legislation governing the U. 


S. armed services reserves is now in such a mess that if 
a new national emergency were to arise, President Eisen- 
hower would not have authority to call up additional re- 
serves for involuntary duty. 


He could ask for volunteers from the reseives. But 


his authority to order reserves to active duty in Army, 
Navy, Marines or Air Force expired last July 1. Congress 
did nothing last year to renew this authonty 


With "economy" the watchword for all U. S defense 


activities, with the active-duty armed forces being le- 
duced from 35 million by 600.000 or more, with h\o di- 
visions ordered home from Korea and with many uni- 
formed personnel being replaced by native civilians in 
Europe, far greater dependence has to be placed on Amer- 
ican reservists in the near future. 


The reason Congress took no action last year u as that 


many congressmen were disgusted with the way the re- 
serve program had been administered during the Korean 
emergrency. Complaints rolled in from everywhere over 
obvious inequities. 


Men who had long combat records in World War II 


were recalled to active duty while men who had seen no 
active duty were allowed to stay home. Men with long 
active duty were called while men with short periods of 
active duty were not. Stand-by and retired reseives wpre 
called up while the active reserves escapea duty. Fathers 
were called" up while unmarried reservists were not. 


MOBILIZATION SPEED CAUSED PART OF MUDDLE 


A pait of the muddle was caused by the frantic speed 


with which mobilization had to be carried out after the 
Communist aggression in Korea in June, 1950. After a 
year and a half of confusion Congress passed the Armed 
Forces Reserve Act of 1952. 


In a sense, it locked the barn after the hors« had been 


stolen. But it also put definite checks on the power of the 
President to call up the reserves for involuntary active 
duty. Congiess limited his power to one year and limited 
the number of reservists 
who could be called up 


to 1.500.000 


It was fuither stipulated that in future emergencies, 


the President could not call up any reserves at all until 
Congress had met and put a ceiling on the number or- 
dered to active duty. 


All these provisions put a severe crimp on the Presi- 


dent's powers as cornniander-in-chief of U. S. armed 
forces. 
A high-priority job for the new Congress is to 


remedy this situation. 


Department of Defense counsel point out that if the 


Russians should start new aggression against western 
Europe, the President might use a couple of legal steps 
for fast action. Under his constitutional powers as com- 
mander in chief of the military, the President could call 
up the National Guard. Or, he might issue a new procla- 
mation ending the Korean emergency and declaring the 
existence of a new European emergency threatening the 
United States. He could then call for voluntary return to 
active dutv of the reserves 
But he would have to wait 


for Congress to act before he could order the reserves to 
active, involuntary duty.

PROPOSAL GIVES PRESIDENT EMERGENCY POWER 


To get around this situation, a proposal has been made 


by the Air Force that the present law be changed to give 
the President power to call up in an emergency any and 
all reserves for involuntary duty of not more than 45 days. 
That would give the President time to call Congress in 
special session and give it time to determine how many 
reserves might be called up. 


As of Sept. 30, 1953—the latest tabulation available— 


362.000 reservists were on active duty, out of a total of 
2.5 million.

Pressure Mounts 
For Russia Trade 


Buyers' Market Causes 
Hunt for Goods Outlet 


WASHINGTON (*> — Pressures 


are mounting on the Eisenhower 
administration to lower some of 
the cold war barriers so as to per- 
mit more trade between the United 
States and Russia and its satellites. 


Many top officials responsible for 


international economic policy feel 
some decisions will have to be 
made fairly soon. 


The issue may come into focus 


upon an application by Minnesota 
businessman Dwayne Andreas for 
permission to export 20,000 tons of 
butter and 3,000 tons of cottonseed 
oil to Russia. These are not strate- 
gic materials and there is no poli- 
cy barrier against them except a 
general policy under which the 
government reserves the right to 
bar any exports to Russia con- 
trary to the security interests of 
the United States 


There are several forces press- 


ing strongly for official sanction 


of greater trade with the Soviet 
Union and satellite countries. They 
are: 


1. The development of a buyer's 


market—meaning a s u p p l y of 
goods running consistently above 
the demand. 


2. The accumulation of vast 


stores of surplus agricultural com- 
modities in the United States. 


3. A slow- move towaid general 


easing of international tensions 
The more the Soviets make friend- 
ly gestures, 
the more 
traders 


everywhere tend to look for busi- 
ness with the Soviet Union. 


But on the other side is a set of 


arguments which has many adher- 
ents, especially in the State de- 
partment and probably in the De- 
fense department as well. They in- 
clude : 


List Arguments 


1 A majoi policy of the ad- 


ministration has been to exploit 


differences between the rulers and 
the ruled in all the Communist 
countries. A major source of trou- 
ble for the Soviet leaders has been 
low agricultural production. The 
export of any large quantity of 
foodstuffs such <s fats and oils 
would run contrary to U. S. policy 
on this point. 


1. Agricultural surpluses for for- 


eign sale are often in effect sub- 
sidized by the goveinment. The 
government would have difficulty 
justifying the subsidized export of 
any foodstuffs to Russia. 


3. A basic rule of U. S. foreign 


economic policy is not to export 
surpluses in such a way as to in- 


terfere with normal trade pattern! 
of 
friendly 
countries. Countries 


other than the United States, nota- 
bly those of Western Europe, are 
normal traders with the Soviet 
Union. A heavy export of goods 
there might defeat U.S. policy in- 
terest in maintaining and expand- 
ing these trade patterns for coun- 


trlei to which billions at American 
aid dollars have gone. 


4. Despite the relaxation of cold 


war tensions, there has been no 
real evidence of any change in 
Soviet policy, or purposes. 


Strictly speaking, coal is not a 


mineral, but a rock.

WASHINGTON (ft — The 
man 


named to handle them says he has 
received "around a dozen" com- 
plaints about news being bottled 
up since President Eisenhower's 
new security information order 
went into effect »• month ago to- 
day. 


"Some of the complaints deal 


with matters that don't seem to 
come within judisdiction of the or- 
der at all, while some of the others 
may—there hasn't been time to de- 
cide," said Bernard M. Shanley, 
Eisenhower's special counsel. 


He added in an interview that 


about half the protests filed so far 
deal with newsmen's unsuccessful 
efforts to have the administration 
make public a breakdown of rea- 
sons why 2,200 workers have been 
separated from federal jobs as se- 
curity risks since Eisenhower took 
office. 


Assured Free Flow 


The President has said his in- 


formation order was designed to 
assure the public a freer flow of 
news about the government with- 
out jeopardizing national security. 
He designated Shanley to receive 
complaints. 


Shanley said he doubts if he has 


jurisdiction on complaints that no 
breakdown has been given on rea- 
sons for the 2.200 separations from 
fedeial jobs. 


The "big trouble," he added, is
